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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments made by the Applicant are not 
seen as persuasive. The Applicant initally argues that Yamamoto and Yi should not be considered analogous art, claiming that they 
address different fields of endeavor. Even if this were true, which the Examiner does not concede, the Applicant later describes the two 
pieces of art as solving a similar problem. If the two pieces of art solve a similar problem this is sufficient to consider them analogous art. 

The Applicant further argues that Yi teaches away from Yamamoto. The Applicant points to a section within the background section of 
Yi, which details advantages of a triode rectifier switch over tft circuitry. It should be noted that in the same section Yi discloses 
disadvantages of using a triode rectifier switch, namely requiring a very low off current. Furthermore, the section of the pixel circuit of Yi 
(reset diode) that has been proposed to be incorporated into the pixel circuit of Yamamoto is not disclosed by Yi as a necessary part of a 
triode rectifier switch. As such it is not necessary to convert the entire pixel circuit of Yamamoto into a triode rectifier switch. 

Finally and most importantly, Yi discloses, that "references D1, D2. D3, D4 can also be structures equivalent to a diode." As disclosed 
by the Applicant in figure 4, a properly wired transistor is a structure equivalent to a diode. As such it is seen as being proposed by Yi that 
the diodes included in the pixel circuit could be replaced by a transistor. When all of these facts are taken into account Yi is not seen as 
sufficiently teaching away from the inclusion of thin film transistors in a pixel circuit to make it non-obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to combine the two pieces of art. As such the rejections are seen as proper and are maintained. 
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
